The Talbot and Peugeot factories in Paris 
announced 7,000 redundancies. Immediately, 
in Poissy, the four rival: unions ‘combined 
to stage a 24 hour strike. Some 3,600 work- 
ers, having tied up the plant, marched with 
slogans "Peugeot assassins" and "Talbot will 
Others staged a sit-in. 

Peugeot is sticking out for its "pight" 
- as in Spain and Britain, where it has made 
Similar cuts - to turn off the work force at 
will in the interests of profit. But such a 
demand has at any rate momentarily brought 


the four rival unions together. 


There are some important lessons here: 
France does not have a closed shop system 
which is the main prop of British trade 
unionism - and which Conservative theoret- 
icians would, in principle, like to see 
abolished (Conservative Industrialists 
think otherwise). Unions are forced to be 
more militant, in order to keep their members 
No French union dare therefore lapse into 
complacency or expel its members unnecess- 
arily, or be less than active. The competit- 
ive principle works’ here too! Though the 
Communist Party seized the CGT, the first & 
original anarcho-syndicalist--union, back in 
1919 they have to perform to keep up with 
the others who have to keep up with them. 
Not only the Force Quvriere - the socialist 
union and CFID - left socialists - but even 
the CSL, set. up by the company itself and 
thought of as a company union. 

Incredible? Well, any grouping of people 
with like interests is bound to end up as a 
defence of those interests, even if it were 
formed for purely social purposes (to para- 
phrase a well known economic dictum). The 
workers belonging to CSL are actually 
taking more militant action than the rest! 
(It must be borne in mind their union

Protests and 24 hour stoppages are not 
enough; expropriation is the only answer. 
The stay-in strike is a pointer to it. If.

On the 24th of July a car smashed into 
the rear of a parked car in Dewsbury 
near the Scarborough Hotel. The four 
white occupants then attacked those 
people in the car smashed into, 4 Asian 
youths.

VICTIM DIES 


Anthony Berbeck, aged 21 survived the 
fire in Dept ford 2%. years ago in which 
13 young black people died. Nobody has 
ever been caught for starting the fire. 
Anthony escaped by leaping from a first 
floor window. Three weeks later he was 
admitted to Bexley Hospital and returned 
there three more times before his death. 
The Massacre Action Committee has always 
held that the fire was the result of a 
racialist attack. A large deomstration 
in protest at the fire deaths and racial 
violence marched into London. An inquest 
jury returned an open verdict in May '81 
and last July the High Court upheld the 
finding. The Massacre Committee plans to 
hold its own inquiry as the police have 
failed to get anywhere. 


Recently in Blackburn, a rapist 
managed to escape after the man - 

a black man — who came to the 

victims rescue was in turf attacked 
by a gang of fifteen white youths. 
Absalam Nadi was driving in his taxi 
when he witnessed the woman being 
assaulted. He immediately got out 

of his cab and went to her aid. In 
the process of cornering the rapist, 
he was suddenly attacked by a passing 
gang of racists who were incensed at 
the idea of a white guy being set upon 
by a black. Mr Nadi was badly beaten 
up and the rapist managed to get away. 


Mr Cheema came to the UK as a 
visitor but towards the end of his 
stay he married a woman who was 
born here, so entitling him to stay. 

Despite this fact the Home Office 
refused his application to stay but 
were overruled by an adjudicator 
who found the marriage to be 
genuine. 

However since his wife left him 
the Home Office is trying once 
again to deport Mr. Cheema, this 
time on the grounds that it would 
be ‘conducive to the public good’. 

~The decision to make a deport- 


ation on 'conducive' grounds illus- 


trates the length the Home Office 
will go in order to deport black 
people.

SOUTHALL RIGHTS 


On 10th July Raj Thakur, an Asian eth 
from Southall, was badly beaten up and 
stabbed by a gang of skinhead racialists 
when he went to the aid of a friend who 
was being attacked by the same gang. As 
Raj lay in a pool of blood it took three 
999 calls and 35 minutes before the cops 
arrived (for a journey that usually takes 
3 minutes) and even though an ambulance- 
man had been requested, nothing arrived. 

As Raj was being put into a police 
van (to be taken, later, to Ealing Hosp- 
ital). One of his friends pointed out 
those responsible for the attack (only 
3 yards away) to the police, and was to 
told to "shut up" and threatened with 
arrest if he didn't comply...If this was 
not bad eneugh, none of the information 
collected by police in statements on the 
night of the attack was followed up, and 
it took 10 days for police to take any 
further statements. 

The racial attack on Raj Thakur and 
the police handling of his case epitomises 
the attitude of the police to the harassed 
black community.

FIREBOMIB ATTACK 


The home of the father and brother 
of Femi Adalya, of the Black Peoples 
Action Centre in Croydon, has been 


¢ firebombed. The fire was started 


outside a window and quickly spread 
inside. Femi has been one of the 
leading activists in the centre, 
campaigning against local heavy- 
handed policing and against the 
National Front who have their head- 
quarters hearby. The BPAC, which was 
also firebombed earlier in the year, 
are still publishing their paper 
The Sniper which specialises in 
monitoring the activities of the 
local police and digging up dirt on 
them. Femi and the BPAC collective 
have in the past worked with the 
Brixton anarchists on an anarchist-

LRU. a-go-go/ 


It took about four IRUs (Instant 
Response Units), 20 officers and a 
helicopter to serve a warrant of 
arrest om a man, who had jumped 
bail. The raid took place at the 
black peoples club - the Mangrove - 
in Notting Hill. There was virtually 
no resistance and the incident was 
seen as completely unnecessary: the 
man in question was known to the local 
police and could have been nicked at 
any time. IRUs were also used recent- 
ly to police a demonstration outside © 
Tottenham magistrates court. The 
protestors were picketting the court 
hearing of comrades arrested during 
the anti-fascist march when the Nat- 
ional Front held a by-election meet- 
ing in Slough, clashes between black 
and white youths outside a disco were 
broken up by cops in riot gear, 
carrying protective shields. The 
youths retaliated and bottles and 
bricks were lobbed at the riot cops.

Horner was done 
for murder (a cop was killed during 
the get-away) and now temporarily in 
Liverpool Gaol awaiting transfer to 
somewhere more permanent. He is 
Category A and has been given 20 
years.
